HE Founder of this Noble Order was Edward 

the third King of England, a perſon of a moft 

accompliſhr Virtue, this moſt excellent Prince 

having exceedingly prevailed both againſt the 
French and Scottiſh Kings, diſcomforted their Armies ; 
and taken one of them in Perſon, ordained this moſt 
Noble Order and Society of Knights, foto adorn their 
Valour, manifeſted in the Warres with honour the re- 
ward of Virtue. Their number 26. no more «t pretizm 
faciat reriras. The Lawes and Statutes of this Noble 
Order were firſt Inſtituted and deviſed by this ViRorious 
Prince King Edward, of that name the third; after reviſed 
and ratified by many of the ſueceeding Kings. And on
